Thebe is a very well known saying, one that is all the better.understood 
because of its aptness when applied to so many of us. It is;- "You can’t see 
wood for trees". The use of this old adage infers that the person to whom 
it is appended simply can’t see the most apparent truths. He is .unable to 
recognise that for which he is seeking even when confronted with it. 

How naiiry of us are there like that - blinded to the most obvious? 

How many more of us are there that, liaving noted the obvious, are still 
blissfully unaware of the ’Inner Significance’ that underlines the most mundane, 
as well as the most extraordinary, happenings in our daily lives?. 

Wo happily take for granted so many things, things that with a little 
thought can offer us so much in added enlightenment. 


Most of us, with a rudimentary knov, T ledge of such things, are well versed 
in the understanding that the coninon car battery or accumulator has a basic 
construction of two activated lead plates immersed in a solution of Sulphuric 
acid. Z3qu.aJ.ly well know are the facts that the two lead plates become the 
positive and the negative electrodes and, also,*that a solution of Sulphuric 
acid is a very good conductor. Thus we have the two P generating* electrodes 
submerged in a conducting; fluid.’ Are they not short circuited by the acid 
solution?. That they can’t be is most apparent as. if.that were the case, we 
would not then be able' to draw any current from the battery and it would cease 
to be effective as such a deyice. The answer is simple. It is the action of 
acid solution upon the lead that causes a complex form cf load oxide to be. 
produced on the surface of the lead plates whilst the battery is being charged 
— and it is the reaction of the acid solution and the lead oxides that cause 
a current to flow when an external , circuit is made between the terminals of the 
so called battery or accumulator . Our car battery does not become charged with 
electricity; it does not act as a resevoir for electrical energy in any way what 
ever! NoJ. It is a chemical change in the elements within the battery that 
produces and developes an electrical potential -with that chemical change. That 
is a simple example of the ' Inner Significance’* of things normally taken somuch 
for granted.
